Says He Still Has Hope. 

**T still have hope, because Iam innocent, 
Billik said in the afternoon.

If the officials in- 
sist upon committing judicial murder I can 
face death bravely. I shall be reddy when 
the time comes. 

But the man's courage failed him when, a 
short time later, his wife and four children 
went to the jail bearing the tidings of the 
decision of the pardon board. After Mrs. 
Billik came Frankie, 18 years old; Herman, 
15; Emil, 11; and Edna, 10. 

Herman, God has forsaken us!“ cried 
Mrs. Billik. “ Do they really intend to kill 
you?” 

O, God only knows what will happen,“ 
said Billile as he leaned over, placing his arms 
about Edna, and wept for the first time since 
his arrest. You know, Mary, that I am 
innocent,“ he said, addressing his wife. 

“ Of eourse I know it, Herman, was the 
reply. It ie all owing to the lies of Jerry 
Veral. He alone is to blame for this mis- 
fortune.“ 

Kisses Bach of Children. 

Then Billike took each of the four children 
in his arms and, kissing them, told them to 
be good and try to remove the stain which 
even the hanging of an innocent man had 
placed upon their names Nearly an hour 
wae spent thus in the jall Ubrary. Then Hli- 
lik returned to his cell to brood over his

Changed Since His Arrest. 


A wonderful change has been wrought in 
Billik since he was arrested nearly two years 
ago. Then he was “ Prof. Billik,’’ boasted 
hypnotist and master of mén—the simple 
mindet Bohemians who lived in the settle- 
ment in which he had thrived. He boasted 
that only a movement of hie hand was suffi- 
cient to cast a spell over his chosen subject. 

After weeks of “ sweating by the police, 
however, his spirit broke and he admitted 
that he was a fraud, that be possessed no 
powers of a superhuman na. and that he 
merely worked upon the imaginations of iis 
credulous countrymen. 

Love of money is given as the sole motive 
for Billik’s operations. It was the insurance 
policies held by every member of the Vrzal 
family which prompted him to exert his 
boasted powers, and, finally, cause the death 
of five members and drive the sixth to sui- 
cide. 

Billik was convicted of murder and sen- 
tenced to death tn June, 1907. A writ of error

Senator Dolliver fills both the requirements 
insisted upon by prominent republican lead- 
ers. He was elected for six terms to the 
house of representatives, and then was chosen 
by Gov. Shaw to fill the vacancy in the upper 
house caused by the death of Senator Gear, 
When in the house of representatives he was 
a member of the ways and means commit- 
tee, and became one of the best tariff experts 
in that powerful body. He had a wonderful 
memory for details and was depended upon 
by many people to summarize the proceed- 
ings of the committee from da¥ to day. He 
was one of the attive men in the house 
and became well acquainted with the Amer- 
ican theory and practice of government. 

Soon after his promotion to the senate he 
began to take high rank. A great portion of 
the railroad rate bill which subsequently be- 
came a law was written out by Senator Dolll- 
ver after repeated conferences with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the members of the inter- 
state commerce commission. The bill he 
drew was also introduced in the house of rep- 
resentatives with some slight changes by

NEGRO PASTORS INDORSE TAFT. 


Representatives of 15,000 Churchmen 
Praise Secretary and President in 
Meeting at Auditorium. 


Resolutions indorsing the candidacy of 
Secretary William H. Taft were adopted by 
a gathering of Chicago colored ministers at 
the Auditorium hotel last night. Copies of 
the resolutions were sent to Secretary Taft, 
President Roosevelt, and the delegates of the 
fépublican national convention. 

The meeting was a secret one. It was at- 
tended by forty ministers. The Rev. N. 8. 
Braddan, pastor of Berea Baptist church, 
5008 Fifth avenue, was chairman. : 

There has been some talk and action 
against Secretary Taft,“ the Rev. Mr. Brad- 
dan stated in opening the meeting. and we 
are here to controvert such action. The 
colored people are not against Taft. There 
are as many for him as against him, and 
we must show the world where we stand.“ 

The resolutions deny the 15,000 members 
of the churches represented are in sympathy 
with the intemperate criticism of: the ad- 
ministration of President Roosevelt. They 
declare faith in the high motives of Presti- 
dent Roosevelt and appreciation of the posi- 
tion he has taken in defense ot the equal po- 
litical and civil rights of the negro. Secre- 
tary Taft is lauded for his high sense of jus- 
tice, as shown in his treatment of the people 
of the Philippine islands. The resolutions 
add: 

The democratic party is now, as it has 
ever been, uncompromising in its opposition 
to the citizenship and the civil rights of the. 
negro people, and no self-reepecting and race 
loving negro can consistently suppdrt the 
democratic party as a national organization 
without stultifying his sense of honor and

COURT PLANK STIRS LABOR 


New York Proposal to Approve 
Judiciary Arouses Gompers. 


BLOW AT UNIONS: FEARED. 


Federation President Will Organize 
Opposition in Chicago to Adoption. 


Washington, D. G., June 8.—[Special.]— 
The proposed .insertion ot a plank in the 
“national, republican platform which shall 
declare confidefice in the integrity of the 


state and federal courts does not seem to be 
arousing a great deal of comment in Wash-. 


ington one way or other, unless it be on the 
part of Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation af Labor, who proposes 
toappear at Chicago and fight the insertion 
of the plank to the last ditch. 

Mr. Gompers not only will repair to Chica- 
go himself but will assemble the entire legis- 
lative council of the American Federation of 
Labor there. Headquarters will de estab- 


lished at the Kaiserhof. Gompers himselt 


— start for the convention city on Thurs- 
ay. : ' 2 
Federation of Labor Will Fight. 

He was thoroughly aroused this morning 
when he read. of the resolution of protest 
from the New Yorkers against any infringé- 
ment of the constitutional prerogatives of . 
the courts, and said that as far as the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor was concerned the 
matter would be fought out at Chicago. 

Like several others who are in Washington, 
Mr. Gompers sees in the move of Nicholas 
Murray Butler and his co-signers on the New 
York petition to the Chicago resolutions com- 
mittee a blow at the Roosevelt-labor organi- 
gation project of limiting to some extent the 
action. of courte in the issuance of injunc- 
tions. 

President Roosevelt is lukewarm concern- 
ing the proposition of inserting the plank 
declaring confidence in the integrity of the 
federal and state judiciary, He doea not see 
any particular harm in putting it in the plat- 
form, and yet has not been able to discern of 
what special advantage it will be. Although 
the president had little to say today con- 
cerning the project, it was easy to discover 
that he is taking a quiet view of what he 
considers the senegambian in the wood heap 
and does not propose if he can help it to al- 
low a band of New Yorkers to render null 


and void any efforts he has made along the 


line oc anti-injunction legislation. 


President Sees No Reason for It. 


In other words, the president considets 
that the anti-injunction plank, which it now 
appears will undoubtedly be incorporated in 
the republican platform, is a sufficient ref- 
erence to the courts in that document. A 
resolution declaring confidence in their in- 
tegrity might have the effect of weakening 
the anti-injunotion declaration and throw 
suspicion on the party and the courts both. 

The views expressed yesterday concern- 
ing the New York resolution by Senator Cul- 
lom of [linois, when he said that he con- 
fessed to know of no particular occasion for 
it, can be said to meet those of the president 
exactly.” He also upholds Senator Cullom 
in his statemerm thet if the courts are to be 
attacked from any quarter the republican 
convention will do well to reiterate its conti- 
dence in the judielary, and that the present 
powers, ot the courte ought to be maintained. 


However, there is a lurking suspicion in his 


mind that the New York gentlemen have 
just a trifle more than that in view. ä 
Secretary Taft did not care to discuss tne 


judiciary plank today. He simply said that 


his views concerning the judiciary, as ex- 
pressed in speeches and letters, were well 
enough known already. He intimated that 
as far as he was concerned the plank could 
go in the platform or stay out. It would 
make no difference,

Cannot Act with Either Party.

WAY CLEARED FOR TREATY. 
Retiring Official Aunounces Germany's 
Readiness for Arbitration. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

BERLIN, June 8.—At the present moment 
there is no sucli official as United States am- 
bassador to Germany. Charlemagne Tower 
today handed ‘his letters of recall to the em- 
peror at Potsdam and Dr. David J. Hill, his 
succéssof, has not yet presented his cre- 
dentials. Dr. Hill is expected to arrive here 
on Thursday to be received by the emperor 
three or four days later. In the meantime 
John W. Garrett, second secretary of the 
embassy, is acting as chargé d' affaires. 


Take Luncheon with Emperor. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tower took luncheon today 
with the emperor and empress, and it is re- 
ported they had a cordial reception. The em- 
peror took Mr. Tower on the veranda and 
conversed with him for nearly an hour. In 
patting with. Mr. Tower the emperor said: 

I thank you for the exceedingly able man- 
ner in which you have managed affairs be- 
tween our countries for the last five years, 
as Well as for the great service that you have 
rendered in strengthening the friendship be- 
tween us and the brilliant way in which you 
and Mra Tower have 3 the em- 
bassy in Berlin.“ 


Announces 0 68 of Arbitration. 

The last official dispatch sent by AmbDassa- 
dor Tower to the state department contained 
the announcement that Germany is willing 
to enter into a treaty of arbitration with tne 
United States and intends to do so. This 
communication was made to Mr. Tower by 
Herr von Schoen at the last of a series of 
conferences at the foreign office on this sub- 
Jeet, in which Ambassador Tower was acting 
on instructions receiyed from Washington 
some months ago. Certain details of this 
convention are still awatting a report from 
the legal department of the German foreign 
office, but there is no room for doubt as to 
the certainty of an agreement being reached 
satisfactory to both countries. 


LIBERALS WM -IN . QUEBEC. 


Conservatives Carry Big Majority of 
States in Ontario, Where They 
‘Have Been in Power. 


Toronta Ont., June 8.—[Special].]—The gen- 
eral elections for the provinces of Quebec and 
Ontario took place today. In the province of 
Quebec, the IHberals, who had been in power 
for the last twelve years, were returned by 

a large majority. At midnight the vote stood 
ar Hberals, 17 conservatives, and 1 inde- 
pendent: 

There are seven seats to hear from, most of 
which will go liberal. Henri Bourassa, a na- 
tionalist and agitator, was defeated in Mon- 
tréal city, but elected in St. Hyacinthe by a 
small majority. 

In Ontario the cotiservatiyes carried 80 
seats, the liberals 18, independents 1. There 

are 7 seats to hear from. The conservatives 
have been in power in Ontario for the last 
four years. J. P. Whitney, the Ontario pre- 
mier, was retlected by a large majority as 
well as all the members of the cabinet.

Justice Goff explained that there was such 
a press of criminal business the case would 
have to be disposed of without delay. Max 
Steuer, chief counsel for Hitchcock, pleaded 
for a respite after he had been on his feet 
for about three hours cross examining Helen, 
but Justice Goff was obdurate. Then when 
Mr. Steuer became a trifie petulant Justice 
Goff told him that the examination of Helen 
would have to be completed before there was 
an adjournment if it took all night, and that 
Was all there was to it. 


Girl’s Story Weakened. 

The examination of the girl was a severe 
one, and. {t was the general impression that 
Mr. Steuer’s cross examination went 
far to break up her story. At the first trial 
Hitchcock was charged with assaulting her, 
but Justice Blanchard directed the jury to

A COUNTRY OF COLLEGES. > 


The United States commissioner of edu- 
cation reports that there are 622 institu. 
tions of higher education available for the 
men of the country. In 114 of these the 
enroliment of male undergraduates ex- 
ceeds 200, In 17 the number is 1,000 
or more, 5 of them having more than 2,200 
and 5 others following closely with over 
1,500 each. The figures are for under 
graduate male attendance and take no 
acoount of graduate or professional en, 
rollment.

Between these two 
extremes generous gifts of varying sums 
have oriched the schools, As a fule the 
e And better endowed institutions have 
been most favored.

In fact, the late Lord Kenmare seriously 
crippled his resources in rebuilding Killarney 
house, one of the heaviest expenses in Gon- 
nection therewith being the private chapel 
of the now widowed Lady Kenmare, a con- 
vert to the Roman Catholicchurch. She had 
determined that this chapel! should be per- 
fect of its kind and of exquisite propor- 
tions, which with its altar of transparent 
onyx, its walls inlaid with Italian mosaics 
its silver candlesticks incrusted with coral, 
and its rare old vestments, was certainly 
a gem of ecclesiastical art. 

The dowager, Lady Kenmare, who is a 
daughter of the late Rev. Lord Charles 
Thynne, has forsaken Ireland since the death 
of her husband, and now hasa placeat Seven- 
oaks, in Kent, and a house in London. 

The Hon. Patrick Ramsay, who has just 
been appointed second secretary of the Brit- 
ish embassy at Washington, is the second 
brother of the present earl of Dalhousie, and 
likewise the second heir to the family honors 
and large estates, Lord Dalhousie having 
but one little boy, now 4 years of age. The 
lates earl and countess of Dalhousie were 
well known on this side of the Atlantic, and 
it was immediately on landing at Havre, on 
their return from a prolonged stay in New 
York in 1887, that they died so suddenly at a 
hotel at Havre, within only a few hours of 
one another, as to give rise to rumors of sui- 
elde, which proved without foundation. 

Their death was a sad one, as they left a 
family of five young children, the two young- 
est twins but 2 years old, while the eldest, 
the present peer, was but 9. The children 
wéfe brought up under the care and guardian- 
ship of their uncle and aunt, the Hon. Charles 
and Mrs. Ramsay, the latter being an Amer- 
ican woman, a daughter of William R. Garri- 
gon of New York. 

The present earl is married to a daughter 
of Lord Angaster, and has therefore an Amer- 
joan sister-in-law in the person of Lady 
Willoughby d‘Bresby, wife of the heir to the 
earldom of Lancaster, and a daughter of the 
late William L. Breese of New York. Pat. 
rick Ramsay of the diplomatic service is the 
second brother, the third is a lleutenant of 
the royal navy, and the fourth a subaltern 
of the Scots guards.

The earl of Dalhousie is not a descendant 
of the celebrated marquis of Dalhousie, who 
received his marquisate for his splendid serv- 
ices as governor general of India. That Lord 
Dalhousie died without male issue, where- 
upon his marquisate became extingt, while 
his Beotch barony, created in 1618, and his 
Scotch earldom, dating from 1633, passed 
to his cousin, Fox Ramsay, as eleventh earl 
of Dalhousie. He, too, died without issue, 
and was succeeded by a cousin, Admiral 
* Ramsay, grandfather of the present 
earl. 

The Ramsays have been settled in the 
Lothians since the twelfth century and have 
played a notable role in Scottish history ever 
since the days of King Robert Bruce, WiIIl- 
iam de Ramsay being one of the signatories 
of Bruce’s famous letter'of 1320 to the pope 
asserting Scotiand’s independence.

You know them all from books 
of travel and you'll see them here yourself 
some day. Perhaps you have imagined, 
reading, how appears the dim mysterious 
vastness of the great church by the tower— 
next largest to St. Peter's, satisfying the am- 
bition of its builders, “* Let us build such a 
church that the people shall call us mad.“ 
Or, you may in thought have lingered by the 
royal chapel’s golden gates, within which, 
undefneath the Virgin de los Reyes, lies 
Saint Ferdinand in crystal coffin, mail clad, 
and crowned, with regal mantle wraj 
about him, and having at his side both baton 
of command, and the battle sword wiere- 
with he fought. his way inte Toledo and Se- 
Ville. It must be indeed a most impressive 
sight when on the anniversary of the con- 
quest of the city the troops in Seville march 
into the mighty church with lighted torches 
to lower their colors here before the royal 
tomb in commemoration of that distant day 
when subject Moors, sent by the caliph of 
Granada, came to bear torches’ round the 
royal bier. 

I am fascinated by the Nfe here. I like the 
pink and blue houses, frescoed gorgeously 
on their exteriors, with their pleasant roof 
gardens, and their stern barred windows, 
giving the city an appearance of having a 
smile in her eyes and a pout on her full red 
lips. The Moorish patios, of which one 
gains fair glimpses from the street in 
passing, add romance by their color, and 
the splashing of their fountains. It is divert- 
ing to see tze Spanish dandies making love 
by word or mandolin beneath the window 
rails or balconies that shelter sefioritas, or 
to thread my way through the noisy, dirty 
market gay with color, through buoyant 
public squares wherein at evening men and 
women dance on the pavements, or down 
the quaint long promenade of las Sierpes, 
where Paris hats are few, and black mantil- 
las many.

There are certain disillusionments for the 
sentimental traveler.

Animal Shipped at Havana Refused a 
Landing There or at New Orleang— 
Travels 2,400 Miles Back and Forth. 


New Orleans, La., June 8.—[Special,}—A 
large Rocky mountajn billygoat that has 
traveled 2,400 miles back and forth on the 
steamship Excelsior between New Orleans 
and Havana in a vain endeavor to land will 
leave once more for Cuba on the vessel to- 
morrow. Customs inspectors here twice re- 
fused to let the animal land. They said there 
is nothing about goats in the customs regu- 
lations. 

The goat first arrived here on thé Excelsior 
about twelve days ago from Havana. It is 
owned by J. D. Scott, a race horse man, who 
brought it as a mascot with hie stable. 
The horses were allowed to come ashore, but 
not the goat. Scott asked why. The inspec- 
tors told him to apply to the treasury de- 
partment for a ruling on the question of 
whether the goat may land at New Orleans. 

With the goat on board, the Excelsior re. 
turned to Havana. Scott had given instruc- 
tion to put the goat off there, if it could be 
done. But it could not. Cuban inspectors 
said the goat came from the United States 
and their regulations do not mention the 
landing of goats. They were told that the 
billy originally shipped at Havana, but said 
that made no difference. This shut the goat 
out of both countries. 

The Excelsior sailed again for New Orleans 
and docked on Saturday with the goat. The. 
inspectors here were still firm and the anima] 


did not cross the gangplank. Asa last resort 


Agent Lambreton of the Southern Pacific 
Steamship company appealed to the treasury 
department. He has not received an answer 
yet and the Excelsior returns to Havana to- 
morrow. 

Unless the Excelsior satis to another coun- 
try than the United States or Cuba the goat

Tapes are used in three ways, either for 
draw strings, for ties, or loops«y When used 
as draw strings they are run through a cas- 
ing so that the garment may be pulled up 
to any u- size and the fullmess dis- 
posed of at pleasure. When used as ties 
they are sewed to aprons, corset covers, 
drawers, and ether garments for the pur- 
pose of securing them to the person. They 
are used in place of hooks and eyes or but- 
tons in this case. When they are sewed to 
the bands of skirts, to towels, or to the arm- 
holes of waists for the purpose of hanging 
them ‘up they are called loops.” 

In preparing the tape for draw strings the 
ends of a piece of tape the pape: lengtn 
are neatly hemmed, and it % then run 
through the cas by means of a bodkin. 

en used ds strings one end of the tape 
is neatly folded back and with the fold near- 
est to the garment the tape is neatly stitched 
to the wrong side of the garment. 

It you wish to make loops for hangers take 
a piece of the tape five inches or so long 
and turn a small fold, about a quarter or alt 
an inch wide, at each end of the tape. With 
the turned over portions nearest to the gar- 
ment the two ends are stitched in place side 
by side neatly and firmly. The two edges 
nearest each other are then sewed together 
for about half an inch. 


Hem Curved Edge. 


Often it is necessary to hem a curved or 
hollowed edge, and unless one knows how 
to do it the result is an untidy, puckered 
hem. There are two kinds of curved edges 
which one has often to hem, and these are 
the outside, or convex, curves, such as is 
shown on the hem of a skirt, apron, or 
chemise, and the hollow, or concave, curve, 
as the armbole of a corset cover or the neck 
of a child’s dress. 

When an outside curve is to be hemmed

Clearing House Certificates. 


Before the national bank may avail itself 
of emergency circulation, it must have at 
least an amount of notes secured by govern- 
ment bonds equal to 40 per cent of its capi- 
tal stock. Some of the Chicago banks have 
already more bond secured circulation than 
the amount mentioned, while others are 
below 40 per cent. ‘It is probable that in 
the event of emergency circulation. being 
desired the 40 per cent minimum will rule. 

After obtaining circulation equal to 80 per 
cent of the capital and surplus, secured by 
commercial paper, the banks will be able 
to use other assets as collateral for addi- 
tional notes. 

The question of clearing house certificates 
is a matter which has been discussed in con- 
nection with a situation which might call 
forth emergency circulation. Chicago banks, 
members of the local clearing house associa- 
tion, issued last fall and winter a total 


ing $38,285,000. The greatest amount of cer-- 
tificates outstanding at any one time was 
$16,140,000. Of this amount substantially 
- $7,000,000 was in small checks. It appears, 
therefore, that the national banks of Chi- 
cago alone will be able to issue, with com- 
mercial paper as security, within 83.000. 
000 of the total amount of clearing house 
certificates at any time outstanding, issued 
the members of the clearing house associa- 
tion. In the. association there are now rine 
hational and nine state institutions.
